on» e lived. 


Rv HORST FAAS 
U snciated Pres« Photog rapher 
W hen I met Capt Humbert R 
Versace for the first time, in 
!9GB. 
it was in a hot, stirkv 
room in the small U.S. com ­ 
pound in Camau, where a hand­ 
ful of A m erican advisers spent 
their 
nig ht, 
surrounded 
hy 
hurbrd wire and protected by a 
few V ietnam ese militiamen 
I had com e hack late in the 
evening from a m ilitary op era­ 
tion with Vietnamese troops and 
Versace was my host. My uni­ 
form was muddy and wet 
V ersace had g iven m e some 
of his dry underwear. 
W ater from a monsoon down­ 
pour 
was 
dripping 
down 
the 


walls and Versace and I tried to 
beat off the sw arm s of m osqui­ 
tos. 
V ersace had lived like this for 
more than a y ear. 
He appeared to m e to be like 
some of the m issionaries I had 
m et in the Cong o. A family pho­ 
to and an assortm ent of books 
were on a table, all w rapped in 
plastic to keep them from fall­ 
ing ap a rt in the dripping wet 
humidity . I noticed the Bible, 
Mao 
Tse-tung 's 
writing s 
in 
pocket-book form, and a Viet­ 
nam ese eidition of Giaps' “ Peo­ 
ple's W ar,” the classic on g uer­ 
rilla w arfare. 
V ersace was looking just like 
m any of the y oung Am erican 
captains and lieutenants in that 
y ear of 1963 who tried with all 
'ourag e and sincerity to do the 
be^t in their jobs as “ advisers.” 
Like all of them, he had this 
rresh, y outhful, open approach 
and 
optim ism . 
Rut 
Versace 
seem ed m ore sincere, m ore of a 
thinker than a soldier. I do not 
rem em ber him joking or laug h­ 
ing during the many hours of 
talk we had this nig ht in Octo­ 
ber 19 63. 
Versace had served for a y ear

Cam au Peninsula, and espe­ 
cially the area where Versace 
worked, 
the Xuy en 
Province, 
was then and still is one of the 
worst Viet Cong areas in Viet 
Nam. 
In 
this 
province, 
the 
American soldier was definitely 
not welcome. Vietnamese sol­ 
diers 
were reluctant 
to take 
Americans along because they 
knew the presence of an Am eri­ 
can m ade them, too, a more 
desirable 
targ et for the 
Viet 
Cong . 
Viet Cone brutality and terror 
j were at their worst here ag ainst 
! the few people who still sup- 
j ported the Saig on g overnment. 


Versace had seen horrors ev­ 
ery day during his y ear of duty . 
But he did not seem to have any 
hate ag ainst the m erciless ene­ 
my . He ex plained to m e that our 
secret weapon should be to un­ 
derstand the Viet Cong , to try to 
find out his motives and learn 
his way of thinking — to ex plain 
our ideas to him so that he 
could understand us in his lan­ 
g uag e and in the twisted term s 
of his indoctrinated mind. 


He said he did his best to 
teach his Vietnamese friends to 
kill 
and 
stay 
alive. 
But 
he 
thoug ht that his mission as an 
adviser was also to understand 
both friend and foe. 
Versace 
seemed 
convinced 
that the m ajority of the Viet 
Cong followers w ere misled by 
false ideals. His g reat idea was 
to m ake the Vietnamese aw are 
that Americans 
in Viet Nam 
were not there to kill off half of 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 
people 
because 
they erroneously fol­ 
lowed ideals that were m isinter­ 
preted by t he Communists. 


He wanted Americans to he 
ex am ples of a soldier-missionary 
who bring s an end finally to the 
seeming ly endless killing with 
the power of a new ideal. 
He did not believe in carry - 
| ing a weapon on operations ex ­ 
cept 
for a hidden pistol. 
He 
wanted to show the oppressed 
people in Cam au that he cam e 
to them with the Vietnamese 
troops to tell them about the 
better life he offered. 
Vietnamese soldiers looked at 
him 
in 
surprise and military 
men working 
with him did nol 
approve. 
Two day s later, we flew to a 
Special Forces outpost, a heavi­ 
ly fortified cam p along a canal 
— triang ular with hunkers and 
barbed 
wire. 
There were 400 
roug h-toug h Vietnamese militia­ 
men and 12 A m erican Special 
Forces men. 
Versace went there to talk to 
prisoners. One of the prisoners 
was hang ed on a tree near the 
cam p as an ex am ple to the YiPt 
Cong and hostile people living 
opposite the cam p and along the 
canal. 
I went to this post of Thanh 
Phv to accom pany a patrol. The 
patrol went out in the morning . 
Versace went with the first—the 
lead company . Some three kil- j 
om eters from the cam p, the p a­ 
trol was ambushed. 
The formation, moving along 
a 
slippery 
canal 
bank, 
over­ 
g rown with jung le, broke up. 
Some 50 soldiers died, about 100 
were wounded or missing Three 
Americans, 
including 
Versace, 
were missing . One Vietnamese 
went back and said that he saw 
V ersace wounded and bloodied 
in the head, but tiring . He said 
the Viet Cong jum ped on him 
and took him away . 
The nex t day the Viet Cong 
spread rum ors a bout'th e p res­ 
ence of their prisoners. Govern­ 
ment troops heard reports that 
Versace and the others were 
seen to the North, and then to 
the South, of the am bush site. 
The Viet Cong deliberately con­ 
fused our rescue mission. 
For two day s, some 40 heli­ 
copters and a battalion of troops 
checked out the reports. They 
took“ casualties. Reports about

American 
prisoners 
were 
more and more confusing . 
On Oct. 31, the rescue opera­ 
tion was suddenly terminated. 
The troops were called back

Diem was overthrown and killed 
Nov. 1. 1963 The troops never 
tried a rescue ag ain. 
There were frequent reports 
about 
Versace all around the 
delta. He was seen led throug h 
villag es with a rope around his 
neck, on ex hibition for the vil­ 
lag ers. 
He was seen on his knees, 
forced to speak slog ans. 
One report I saw said that he 
was in tears when a Vietnamese 
woman g ave him a piece of 
chicken. 
Versace 
m ust 
have 
lived 
throug h hell, because he lived 
two y ears in an area bombed 
daily by American planes as a 
free bombing zone. 
A few weeks ag o, Vietnamese 
officers 
told 
m e 
they 
had 
learned that he lived in a cag e 
in the swam py U Minh head­ 
quarters of deita units of the 
j Viet Cong . 
Then the paper Nhan Dan. in 
Hanoi. North Viet Nam. reported 
¡that he had been put to death.

‘The Making 
Of President’ 
A Rev iew

NEW YORK (AP) - Ly ndon 
B. J ohnson rode a landslide 
back into the White House less 
than a y ear ago. Student of poli­ 
tics Theodore H. White, how­

—for the presidency —that were 
not fairly obv ious at the time. 
Thus “ The Making of the 
President, 19 6 4” on CBS Tues­ 
day night was primarily a con­ 
scientious rev iew of the ev ents 
set in motion by the assassina­ 
tion of J ohn F. Kennedy , and it 
rarely seemed to go beneath the 
surface. 
It was a rather plodding effort 
in general, ex cept for the initial 
segments of the 9 0-minute pro­ 
gram dealing with the fierce 
struggle for control of the Re­ 
publican party and Gov . Wil­ 
liam 
Scranton’s, 
last-minute 
effort to halt Barry Goldwater’s 
well-organized steamroller. 
Perhaps it was the timing, but 
more likely it was that less col­ 
orful 
personalities 
were 
in­ 
v olv ed, but “ The Making of the 
President, 19 6 4” was a far less 
satisfy ing 
program 
than 
the 
first one superv ised by White, 
“ The Making of the President, 
19 6 0.” 


ABC Tuesday sent out the an­ 
ticipated obituary notices for 
“ Shindig” the rock ’n’ roll pro­ 
gram that was such a hit with 
the teen-age crowd last season. 
The network cut it in half and 
started its Thursday and Satur­ 
day ev ening programs with it 
this season.

Despite the changes, Dallas 
society still retains a certain 
frontier 
openness

Today it includes a Louisiana 
landscaper, a Yankee may or, a 
high school dropout, a clubwom­ 
an working on her Ph.D., and 
the oil millionaires. 
“ You are accepted in Tex as 
until y ou disprov e 
y ourself,” 
say s J oseph Lambert J r., soci­ 
ety landscaper. 
Lambert came to Dallas from 
Shrev eport, La., in 19 37, with 
two assistants. He now has a 
staff of nearly 250, liv es in an 
ex quisitely furnished penthouse 
atop Dallas’ most prestigious 
apartment 
address, 
driv es a 
Rolls-Roy ce, talks of buy ing an 
Italian v illa and has been ac­ 
cepted into the city ’s most ex ­ 
clusiv e social club. 
A home not landscaped by 
Lambert is a house half-done. 
Parents of debutantes v ie with 
one another and plead with 
Lambert to prov ide the proper 
setting for the wedding or com­ 
ing-out affair. 
Tabs 
for his parties hav e

Influenza Ex pected To 
Increase This Winter

With the approach of another 
winter it is predicted that there 
will he an increase in the cases 
of influenza over last year It 
is therefore recommended that 
you get your influenza vaccine 
as soon as possible. Although 
everyone should have this pro­ 
tection it is especially important 
in the so-called high risk groups 
—persons with 
heart disease, 
lung disease and such metabo­ 
lic diseases as diabetes, rick ets 
and over-or underactivity of the 
thyroid; persons who are past 
65: 
and 
pregnant 
women. A 
single dose of the vaccine will 
confer some immunity but two 
doses given ahout eight week s 
apart are recommended as pro­ 
viding hetter protection. 
q _ My doctor says I have a 
floating k idney but that there is 
nothing he can 
do 
ahout it. 
What would you advise? 
A — A floating or displaced 
k idney is of no importance un­ 
less it causes pain by pressing 
on a nerve or on one of the 
organs in the lower abdomen. 
It is. however, more vulnerable 
than a normally placed k idney 
to infection, the 
formation of 
k idney stones 
and 
k ink ing of 
the ureter 
(the 
tube 
leading 
from the k idney to the bladder). 
Should 
any 
of these misfor­ 
tunes befall you. you might have 
to have the k idney removed or 
you might have to have an op­ 


eration to fix it more firmly In 
its normal position. These oper­ 
ations would not be advisable 
unless your k idney became a 
source of serious trouble. 
Q — I am a man, 54 years 
old. As an adult my height has 
been 64 inches but I was mea­ 
sured recently and my height 
was only 62! 2 
inches.

fects are rare but in some per­ 
sons it may cause a mild head­ 
ache.

Sl ow Learners Can Learn

Of 
course, no 
par­ 
ent 
wants to be

Susan Light an(j j0y ¡s lack ­ 
ing in gray m atter and may not 
get through

school, 
let 
alone college. Some won’t ac­ 
cept the verdict, often with good 
reason. 
As I’ve mentioned in previous 
columns, so-called “ slow learn­ 
ers” may actually be “under­ 
achievers” with physical, emo­ 
tional or neurological difficul­ 
ties. When the underlying cause 
is corrected, the child may be­ 
come an average or superior 
student. Letters 
from readers 
whose children have overcome 
learning handicaps are evidence 
of this cheering possibility. 
But when all correctable fac­ 
tors are ruled out. and there’s 
nothing to do hut face the fact 
that the child will never set the 
world on fire, then what? Par-

ents and teachers must go on 
from that point and mak e sure 
the child is given every chance 
to develop the abilities he does 
have. 
Dr. Jack Abramowitz. nation­ 
al authority on the teaching of 
reading, has work ed successful­ 
ly with hundreds ot slow learn­ 
ers. In the process he has de­ 
veloped methods and materials 
that can be used profitably by 
other teachers. Last spring 
I 
had the privilege of watching 
him in action, and it appears 
he gets children to do better 
than their “best.” 
Dr. Abramowitz believes that 
the abilities of the slow learner 
can be 
upgraded, 
and 
some 
children can can eventually 
be 
brought into 
regular 
classes. 
“ Slow learning," he says, 
“ is 
susceptible to remediation AT 
ANY TIME to some degree." 
In his opinion, ability group­ 
ings are necessary for effective 
teaching in any situation. Con­ 
trary to usual practices, how­ 
ever, slow learners should 
bt 
k ept in 
the 
academic 
main­ 
stream. and courses should not 
be 
watered 
down 
for them. 
They should tak e history 
and 
algebra, for example, 
rather 
than shop and business arith­ 
metic. 
Reading materials for these 
children should have different 
levels, for even slow learners 
have a wide range of abilities. 
Each child should 
be graded 
against himself and in relation 
to his own group so that a stu­ 
dent in the lowest group can 
mak e “ A”. 
Dr. Abramowitz claims 
that 
textbook s are meant to he “ in­ 
struments of instruction'—not 
literature. 
For 
slow 
learners 
particularly, 
materials 
should 
have short sentences and brief 
paragraphs and include constant 
review for retention. 
Everything possible should be 
done in class and 
homework 
confined to brief assignments. 
Study halls should be eliminated 
for those who don’t k now how 
to study, he believes. 
Some educators 
may 
not 
agree with Dr. Abramowitz. But 
they can’t argue with the suc­ 
cess he has achieved against 
tremendous odds.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - 
“ Overnight someone hung an 
OCD number on me,” said Wil­ 
liam M. Canaday, formerly sec­ 
ond in command of the Kansas 
City Police Department, ‘‘and 
my life hasn’t been the same 
since.”

conviction he short changed the 
government about $2,000 on in­ 
come tax es. He was the chief 
witness yesterday before an in­ 
vestigating committee of the U. 
S. Senate which has charged 
the Internal Revenue Service 
with harassment of tax payers, 
particularly by electronic gadg- 
etry and watching their mail. 
The investigation of Canaday 
started almost five years ago 
when the Department of Jus­ 
tice and the IRS sent ex tra 
agents into Kansas City for a 
special 
drive 
on 
organized 
crime—OCD. The targets of the 
special effort and the investi­ 
gative files on them were as­ 
signed OCD numbers. 
Canaday charged the IRS with 
Gestapo tactics. 
He recalled Everett Trost, a 
longtime IRS agent in Kansas 
City, first approached him in 
1961 about his income tax es.
